1. Tochoose the Town Officers listed on the official ballot. 
2. To hear the reports of the Town Officers. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen and Treasurer 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the the Town will vote to accept Trust Funds that have been 
received by the Town during the past year. 


5. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972, to pay the remainder due on the cost of the tax map and re-evaluation 
program; the remainder to go towards covering the dump. 


6. BY PETITION: ‘‘To see if the Town will adopt a law as passed by the 
Legislature of the State of New Hampshire. That law being to allow the Town the 
option not to assess as taxable property those structures or apparatus used to 
collect, or store energy as collected from Solar Energy. This law now being part of 
RSA Chapter 72 and was adopted as Chapter 391 of the Laws of 1975.”’ 


7. BY PETITION: ‘‘To see’ if the Town will vote to sell to the Surry 
Volunteer Fire Department, for the sum of $1.00, the 1941 Dodge tanker which has 
been replaced in service, at no cost to the Town, by a converted Forestry Service 
1000 gallon tanker, or take any action in relation thereto.”’ 


8. BY PETITION: ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $26,000.00 for the purchase of a new fire truck. To authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to issue and sell bonds or notes in the name and on the credit of the 
Town, under and in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, 
Chapter 33 RSA, and to delegate to the Board of Selectmen authority to fix the time 
and place of payment of such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon, and to take such other steps as may be necessary to negotiate such bonds 
or notes as shall be to the best interest of the Town of Surry, or take any action in 
relation thereto.’’ 


9. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget for the calendar year 
1977 as presented by the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate money for 
the same, or take any action in relation thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Ordinances of the 
Town as proposed by the Planning Board. 


11. To take up any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.
